ICE  CBEAI-1  PRODUCTIOH  

Ice  cream  production  in  January  was  estimated  at  AA, 310,000  gallons,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  represents  a fractional  increase  both  from 
December  and  from  the  previous  record  production  of  January  a year  ago.  Output 
was  8 percent  above  the  5-year,  1955-59>  average  for  the  month.  Seasonally,  the 
slight  advance  from  December  contrasts  with  a A-percent  decline  at  'this  time  a year 
ago  and  a A-percent  average  increase  in  the  previous  5 -year  period.  Temperatures 
during  January  averaged  colder  than  normal  in  the  southern  Great  Plains  and  the 
eastern  half  of  the  country  except  a portion  of  the  upper  Mississippi  Valley  states. 
They  were  above  average  in  most  of  the  West. 

ihe  milkfat  test  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  was  11. A per- 
cent. This  was  unchanged  from  January  I980. 

Changes  in  ice  cream  production  from  January  i960  were  varied,  ' Output  was  1 
percent  less  -in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  where  a 5 -percent  decrease  "in  New  York 
outwei^ed  a 3 -percent  gain  in  Pennsylvania.  Other  regional  decreases  were  '3  per- 
cent in  the  East  North  Central  and  9 percent  in  the  South  Central.  Production  was 
about  the  same  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  Increases  were  6 percent  in  the  West 
North  Central  States,  7 percent  in  the  Mountain,  and  I3  percent  in  the  Pacific. 
Production  was  I5  percent  more  in  California,  . 

. Compared  with  the  1955-59  average,  ice  cream  production  liras  larger  in  all 
regions  except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  unchanged.  Increases  ranged  from 
A percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States  to  I6  percent  in  both  the  South  Atlantic 
and  the  pacific,  production  was  6 percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region, 
where  New  York  showed  also  a 6-percent  increase,  but  Pennsylvania,  a 1-percent  de- 
crease, Output  in  California  was  15  percent  greater.  Production  was  up  9 percent 
in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  10  percent  in  the  Mountain.

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"MELLORIHE-IYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkfat  in  the  United  States  vas  estimated  at  2,900,000  gallons  in  January. 

This  vas  12  percent  more  than  in  January  i960  and  44  percent  more  than  the  1955-59 
average  for  the  month.  January  production  Jumped  32  percent  over  the  preceding 
month,  compared  vith  8 percent  between  these  tvo  months  a year  earlier  and  an  aver- 
age of  17  percent  in  the  5 -year  period.  Texas  and  California,  the  leadiiig  Mellorine - 
producing  states,  both  had  sharp  increases  over  December* 1960.  Other  large  gains 
occurred  in  Oregon,  Montana,  Alabama,  and  Missouri.  Only  Louisiana,  among  the  major 
producing  states,  had  a decrease  in  output  from  the  previous  month. 

Compared  vith  January  a year  ago,  Mellorine  production  vas  up  sharply  in 
California,  Arkansas,  Oregon,  Montana,  and  Louisiana.  ' A moderate  gain  vas  shown  in 
Texas.  Output  vas  off  sharply  in  Missouri,  Illinois,  and  Alabama.  Production  in 
Oklahoma  vas  about  the  same  as  in  January  i960.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


United  States  production  of  water  ices  during  January  vas  estimated  at 
705,000  gallons.  This  vas  the  same  as  the  January  i960  output,' but  it  was  11  percent 
above  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month.  'Production  advanced  only  2 percent  between 
December  and  January,  compared  with  10  percent  between,  these  months  a year  earlier 
and  29  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1955-59  period.  Output  advanced  sharply  in  the 
East  North  Central  Region  and  the  West,  but  declined  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  the 
South  Atlantic  Regions . 

Compared  vith  January  i960,  water  ice  production  increased  only  in  the;  western 
states.  Losses  occurred  in  all  remaining  regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  where 
output  vas  unchanged.  . . , . ,
